Massive evacuation before storm called ‘unprecedented’

WITH “MINA” THREATEN- 
ing to turn into a superty- 
phoon, tens of thousands of 
people yesterday streamed 
into schoolhouses, barangay 
halls and church grounds in 
the Bicol region to avoid its 
wrath. 


“This is an unprecedented move,” 
Albay Gov. Joey Salceda said of the 
massive evacuation. “While before, 
evacuation was being done during and 
after the typhoon had struck, now we 
are doing it days before the typhoon 
reaches шз.” 

Mina roared toward Bicol with sus- 
tained winds of 175 kph and gustiness 
of up to 210 kph, prompting warnings 
from the weather bureau that it could 
wreak heavy damage once it landed. 

А typhoon with maximum winds of 
215 kph is classified as a superty- 
phoon. 

"Irlooks headed in that direction,” Pa- 
gesa weather branch chief Nathaniel 
Cruz said, when asked if Mina could de- 
velop into a supertyphoon like “Reming” 
that killed 734 people and caused mas- 
sive damage in Bicol and Southem 
Tagalog in November last year.

THE SENATE HAS EXTENDED 
the committee hearings into the 
proposed economic agreement 
with Japan so that plenary de- 
bate on its ratification may well 
be held in the new year. 


The Senate has thus given government a 
chance to explain better the meris of the 
Japan-Philippine Economic Partnership Agree- 
ment (Јрера) which groups opposed to the 
pact have criticized as unconstitutional and dis- 
advantageous to the country in past hearings. 
Sen. Manuel Roxas Il, chair of the Senate 
trade and commerce committee, yesterday 
announced that two more hearings on the 
Jpepa have been scheduled.

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Loren takes swipe at Teves over taxes for seniors

SEN. LOREN LEGARDA YESTERDAY TOOK 
а swipe at Finance Secretary Margarito 
“Teves for his “skewed priorities” on tax poli- 
cies after the former solon spurned tax in- 
centives for the Filipino elderly while grant- 
ing tax cuts toa preferred cigarette mak 

"Who should the government tax 
more—Filipino senior citizens or the mak- 
ers of imported cigarette brands like Pall 
Mall? Whose interest should the govern- 
ment protect more?" asked Legarda, the 
sponsor of Senate Bill 269 which is seeking 
to exempt senior citizens from the 20-рег- 
cent tax imposed on bank savings. 

Teves is curently under fire from 
Congress for reversing a Bureau of Internal 
Revenue ruling when his department or- 
dered the lowering of the excise tax on Pall 
Mall cigarettes from P26.06 per pack to 
P6.74 per pack. 

The move has raised eyebrows of law- 
makers, especially since the tax cut 
came at a time when the government 
has been complaining of falling revenue 
collections. 

Legarda chided Teves, a former represen- 
tative of Negros province, for coming out 


| with a position paper “demeaning” se- 


nior citizens. 

The Department of Finance had submit- 
ted a position paper opposing Legarda’s 
bill, claiming that only the rich senior citi- 


zens would benefit from tax exemption on 
their savings because those from low in- 
come levels have barely anything to save. 
The DOF also claimed that the measure was 
prone to abuse and could lead to further tax 
leakages. 

“1 find untenable the premise that only 
the rich will benefit from this bill especially 
with their own admission that they do not 
have statistics on the savings profile of se- 
nior citizens. To claim that our elders have 
nothing to show after toiling for many 
decades is a false assumption. This is an in- 
Sult ro all senior citizens,” said Legarda. 

She also found it hurtful that the DOF 
would assume that the tax exemption 
would be exploited by the younger 
members of the senior citizens’ family. 
“The implication is that senior citizens 
would allow themselves to be manipu- 
lated. But have our senior citizens taken 
undue advantage of the Senior Citizens 
Act that granted them such benefits? Do 
we see senior citizens buying and get- 
ting discounts from anything else than 
those they buy for their own use? The 
answer is no,” said Legarda. 

Legarda assured that lawmakers would 
put adequate safeguard measures to dis- 
courage abuses. She said that instead of 
blocking tax perks granted to senior citi 
zens, the DOF should have suggested mea- 
sures that would prevent the bill from being 
exploited. 


EU lawmakers laud GMA 
for tough stance on Burma 


А GROUP OF VISITING EUROPEAN PAR- 
liament members yesterday praised Presi- 
dent Macapagal-Arroyo's tough stance on 
Burma (Myanmar) and called Manila a 
"pillar of democracy" in Southeast Asia. 

"We would like to underline how much 
we appreciate the democratic structure of 
this country" said Hartmut Nassauer, chair 
of the European parliament's delegation for 
relations with the Association of Southeast 
Asian Nations (ASEAN).

MAKATI MAYOR JEJOMAR BINAY SAID 
yesterday it was “regrettable” that the 
Philippine National Police released an 
"incomplete and far from conclusive re- 
port” on the cause of the Oct. 19 explo- 
sion at Glorietta 2 shopping mall. 

“It would have been better if they 
released a complete and final report. 
Аз things stand, the PNP findings 
tend to raise more questions instead 
of providing the public with clear an- 
swers,” he said in a statement. 

The PNP revealed on Thursday part 
of their official findings regarding the 
cause of the blast, which killed 11 
persons and wounded more than a 
hundred others. Ruling out а bomb 
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attack, the report concluded that the 
blast at the mall was caused by an ex- 
plosion of the septic tank due to a 
combination of methane and diesel 
fumes in the basement. 

Muntinlupa City Rep. Ruffy Biazon 
yesterday issued stronger words, say- 
ing the PNP’s conclusion that the ex- 
plosion was an accident “may be the 
result of a sloppy investigation or a 
product ofa desired conclusion.” 

Biazon, senior vice chair of the 
‘Committee on National Defense and 
Security asserted that the preponder- 
ance of evidence was in the favor of a 
deliberate explosion contesting PNP 
chief Director General Avelino Ra- 
zon’s statement that much of the evi- 
dence led to the conclusion that it was

an accidental explosion.

Last week, he also assisted 10 Filipino 
seamen, who had staged a mutiny in their 
ship off the coast of Mauritius, to file simi- 
lar charges against their recruiter here. 

He stressed the importance of prosecut- 
ing scrupulous recruiters.

THE PRESIDENTIAL COMMISSION ON 
Good Government and the Office of the So- 
licitor General have urged the Sandigan- 
bayan to render a final resolution of the case 
regarding the $35 million allegedly held by 
the family of the late dictator Ferdinand 
Marcos in the Panama-based firm Атена, 

"While repeated motions appear to be irk- 
some or irritating, itis not at all our intention to 
put pressure on the cour,” the РОСС and the 
OSG stated in a motion filed with the antigraft 
court first division on Wednesday. 

“The [government] is only desirous of fulfil- 
ing its mandated duty to recover at the soonest 
possible time ill-gotten wealth that should re- 
Vert to the Filipino people,” the agencies stated. 

The $35-million assets of the Marcoses, 
“uncovered” by the PCGG in 1999 under 
the account of Panamanian firm Arelma 
Inc, аге also being claimed by 9,539 vic- 
tims of human rights abuse under the mar- 
tial law regime imposed by Marcos. 

The assets are being held by the New 
York-based brokerage company Merrill 
Lynch Ine. 

їп July 2000, the PCGG asked Merrill 
Lynch to tum over the Arelma assets to the 
Philippine government. It proposed that 
they be placed in escrow with the Philippine 
National Bank while the antigraft court had 
yettoruleon whether the assets belonged to 
the government or to the Marcos estate. 

The proposal was rejected by Merrill 
Lynch, citing the existence of other 
claimants. 

In its urgent motion, the PCGG pointed to 
the “crucial concern” of the dismissal ofits 
petition before the United States’ Ninth Cir- 
cuit Court of Appeals because it failed to se- 
cure а judgment from the Sandiganbayan 
that the assets belonged to the government. 

"The recovery of ill-gotten assets and 
properties would greatly aid our financially 
crippled government and hasten our na 
tional economic recovery, not to mention 
the fact that they rightfully belong to the 
people,” the PCGG said.

Atyesterday's hearing, Tello said Ju- 
wy and Jeffrey were not being re- 
trained and had chosen to stay at the 
camp for their own protection.

Quoting the constitutional 
mandate, the petitioners said 
that in the grant of rights, privi- 
leges and concessions covering 
the national economy and patri- 
mony, the state shall give pref- 
erence to qualified Filipinos.

He said the accusation against 
Cojuangco was being interspersed 
with bits of truth to sound convine- 
ing, but he did not believe it.

He added: "We also wanted 


to go beyond the physical 
book. Kindle is wireless, so 
whether you're lying in bed or 
riding а train, you can think of 
a book, and have itin less than 
60 seconds.

‘According to Amazon, the 
screen works "using ink,” just 
like books and newspapers, but 
displays the ink particles elec- 
tronically.

ASKED TO COMMENT ON THE PARDON 
given to ex-soldier Pablo Martinez, Chief 
Justice Reynato Puno said in an inter- 
view last night: “Let me say that the pow- 
ег to pardon is exclusively given to the 
President. 

"This power, to be exercised, has two 
purposes. It can be exercised by the Presi- 
dent to correct an injustice in the justice 
system, and it can be exercised for hu- 
manitarian reasons. 

“But whatever the purpose, [it] is a 
political act of the President. She's an- 
swerable only to her conscience and 
to the people. It is a political judg- 
ment.” 

Earlier in the day, the Palace denied 
that the pardon had political under- 
tones. 

"Why would Malacafiang get back [at 
the Aquino family]? When did the Presi- 
dent take revenge? She doesn't take re- 
venge. No politics [in this case]," Presi- 
dential Legal Counsel Sergio Apostol told 
reporters yesterday. 

He said Ms Arroyo “didn't even know 
perhaps when she signed [the pardon 
document] that this fellow is involved in 
the killing." 

‘Asked if no one had told Ms Arroyo 
that Martinez was among the 16 ex-sol- 
diers imprisoned for the Aquino assassi- 
nation, Apostol said: "Hindi naman.

Ps the other leaders attending the Singapore 
Summit of the Association of Southeast Asian Na- 
tions when she dispensed with diplomatese and bluntly 
told Burma's military rulers to restore democracy and 
free jailed opposition leader Aung San Suu Kyi. Speaking 
on Monday, on the eve of the signing of the Asean Charter, 
Ms Arroyo warned that Burma's fail- 
EDITORIAL — uretoreturn to the path of democracy 
would imperil its ratification by the 
Senate. "Until the Philippine Congress sees that happen, 
it would have extreme difficulty in ratifying the Asean 
Charter," she said. 

The Charter, which will turn the 40-year-old organiza- 
tion into a rules-based legal entity, commits Asean mem- 
bers to “strengthen democracy, enhance good gover- 
ance and the rule of law, and promote human rights and 
fundamental freedoms.” Ms Arroyo told her colleagues: 
“The belief of the Filipino and the Philippine Congress, аз 
well as my own, [is] that those who will sign the Charter 
agree to the objective, spirit and intent of establishing a 
human rights body: the full protection of human rights 
‘within the Asean.” 

‘The call for democracy and human rights in Burma 
was a theme President Arroyo would keep hammering 
at during the Singapore Summit. In a meeting with 
Burmese Prime Minister Thein Sein, she pressed for an 
acceleration of efforts to restore democracy in Burma. 
‘And she was still at it before her departure, saying that 
the Philippines remained “concerned that the forces of 
authoritarianism still move rather slowly toward 
democracy in Myanmar (Burma).” She then added: 
“Let me be clear. We embrace the advances of Asean but 
remain concerned about the pace of progress of Myan- 
mar on the issue of human rights. We particularly de- 
plore the treatment of Aung San Suu Kyi. She must be 
released.” 

In an organization that worships harmony and thrives 
on consensus, President Arroyo's frank and very public 
criticism of Burma was probably unprecedented, but cer- 
tainly well-deserved. It was time somebody in Asean 
spoke out against Burma’s military leaders, who have 
brutally suppressed the peaceful protests mounted by 
Buddhist monks recently and kept Suu Kyi under house 
arrest for 12 of the last 18 years. However, other Asean 
leaders apparently would rather risk derailing Asean's 
evolution into a legal body with a new Charter than sur- 
render its time-honored practice of non-interference in 
each others internal affairs. The summit concluded 
Thursday with a feeble call for Burma to release political 
prisoners, but Asean did not set a deadline or lay down 
sanctions for non-compliance. 

Asean has also refused to join the European Union and 
the United States in imposing economic sanctions on 
Burma, claiming they would only hurt more Burma's 
poor. Earlier in deference to Burma's objection, Asean 
refused to listen to a briefing on the situation in that. 
country by United Nations envoy Ibrahim Gambari, who 
managed to talk privately only to Ms Arroyo. Before 
that, the member-countries of Asean refused to support. 
а United Nations resolution condemning Burma’s vio- 
lent suppression of anti-government demonstrations 
and expressing “grave concern" over the “systematic vio- 
lation of human rights and fundamental freedoms” as 
well as “arbitrary detentions, including the use of physi- 
cal violence, in response to peaceful protests.” The 
Philippines was among the five Asean nations that ab- 
stained. 

That was a curious vote, given the President's strong 
denunciation of Burma's military repression of dissent 
and violations of human rights. Some consistency be- 
tween the President’s words and official actions would 
perhaps deliver the message more effectively to Burma's 
rulers. Otherwise, Ms Arroyo's warning about the Char- 
ter's non-ratification unless Burma reforms, which would 
put the future of Asean on the line, would sound like an 
empty threat. And she would then become just like the 
human rights agency the Philippines fought hard to es- 
tablish in Asean—all tongue, no teeth, according to Sin- 
gaporean Foreign Minister George Yeo. 
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Remembrance of meals past 


MY MOTHER WOULD HAVE TURNED 85 LAST 
week. Instead of visiting her grave at Himlayang 
Pilipino, where she Без buried beside my fa- 
thers bones, chose to go home ro Bets, where 
she cared and cooked for a husband and 13 chib- 
dren. When she died in 2000, we restored our 
house as a tribute to our parents patience and 
selflessness, and as a diary of our childhood. 

On her birthday, 1 went to her room and 
looked at the pictures and clothes she left be- 
hind. 1 went to the kitchen and sat alone before 
the gleaming nara dining table, but I could nei 
ther see nor imagine her in any of them. Нег 
memory surmised, resides notin the things we. 
can touch or se. She lives, most of all, іп our 
taste buds. 

When T began to think of the meals she 
cooked for us, her presence became all at once 
palpable. Ateight in the morning last Saturday, 
T felt a sudden yearning for kilayin, a type of 
pork adobo laden with lots of pigs liver and 
other organs. Naturally we didn' have it in the. 
house. The help had started to fry some eggs 
and slices of Spam for breakfast It didn't seem 
Tight, thought: the smell of food wafting бот 
the kitchen collided with my reminiscence. All 
through my childhood, 1 never had Spam for 
breakfast. 

So off I rode to the neighboring town of San 
Fernando where some restaurants have kept 
alive elements of the local food tradition. Аг 
Holiday Land, they were still serving breakfast 
fare, but the kitchen was busy preparing the 
lunch buffer for the day. I asked #1 could order 
an eariy lunch from the range of buffet dishes. 
They showed me what they had, and sure 
enough, there was kilayin. It was all wanted, 
with freshly boiled rice and coffee. 

The meal was excellent, but it lacked some- 
thing thar, realized later, could only be sup- 
plied by time. The kilayin that my mother 
Served at breakfast was almost always a few 
days old, left over from a previous meal. This 
‘was a dish that improved in taste asit aged. My 
mother would send it to me in a well-sealed 
bottle during my early years in UR when I had 
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to struggle with the relentless monotony of 
cafeteria food. 

‘We did not have a refrigerator at home then 
By necessi therefore, almost all the meals we 
took were freshly cooked. The occasional meat 
dishes, served sparingly and stretched out to a 
couple of days by my frugal mother, had то be 
of the type thar would not easily spoil. Invai- 
ably they had to be vinegar-based, like adobo, 
dinuguan, kilayin. 

My mother would sometimes buy half of a 
pigs head. She would carefully take out the 
Brain, dip itin eggs and fous and fiy it, assuring 
us that this prote rich dish would enhance our 
rerentve powers. She would trim the fatty lay- 
ез of skin around the neck, sowly fiy it тю ex- 
tract the lard, and put it aside to flavor some 
‘vegetable dishes. She would then boil the entire 
thing until the skin tumed luminous. Parts of 
ithe ears with the soft crunchy cartilage and 
the cheek went into a dear sisi laced with nipa 
vinegar, red onions, red chilies, and crushed 
black pepper The meaty pars, the snout, and 
everthing else were chopped and mixed with 
fresh pig's blood and then simmered in vinegar. 
We cal # йай (chopped); elsewhere, i is 
known as dinuguan. 

But we were mostly raised on fish and veg- 
etables The bangus or milkfish was ош staple 
fish. Prying it was the quickest, and my mother 
made sure по part was wasted. She meticu- 
lossy dug out the intestines of the fish, 
washed them, and deep-fried them separately. 
Fish broth, sweetsoured with guavas and 
lightly salted with one or two pieces of tuyo or 
dried fish, remains etched in my gastronomic 
memory. We call it bulenglang; elsewhere it is 


known as sinigang sa bayabas. 

My favorite bangus dish, however, the rough 
equivalent of Marcel Proust's madeleine cook- 
ie, the one taste that he says “takes shape in the 
memory alone” so that it is never easy to recre- 
ate it, is the simple grilled milkfish. My moth- 
ers way was to stuff its belly with a mixture 
that was a separate dish in itself—chopped 
pork, red onions, ginger, garlic, pepper, fresh 
bagoong (shrimp paste), and the young fra- 
grant leaves of the tangle plant. The fish was 
then wrapped in banana leaves and slowly 
grilled over charcoal 

Even this was already special. We grew up 
оп the most simple but equally memorable 
dishes. After а rainy night, we would pick 
mushrooms from the banana clumps іп our 
yard. My mother would put the umbrella 
mushrooms in a small bowl of water, add a lit- 
Че salt, and place the bowl inside the rice pot 
when the rice was nearly done, The outcome 
was a light consommé thet preserved the 
earthy taste of this edible fungus. 

Оп stormy days, my mother would serve usa. 
quick broth that was as delicate as anything spe- 
cial I associate with her kitchen. It was a broth 
based on the lowly tinapa (smoked fish). The 
tinapa was lightly sautéed in garlic, onions, and 
lots of tomatoes. Water was added and the dish 
was brought to а boil. Before it was served, a 
beaten egg was added, and then the whole 
steaming bowl was covered with the young 
leaves of the ampalaya. The result was а sym 
phony of three basic tastes: the sea-saltiness of 
smoked fish, the subtle sourness of a yellow 
tomato, anda hint of ampalaya bitterness. 

1 don't know how such dishes came about, 
but though they have vanished from our ta- 
Мез, they remain vivid in our mouths. Michael 
Pollan ("The Omnivore's Dilemma,” 2006) 
calls them “ritual meals (that) link us to our 
history along multiple lines—family, religion, 
landscape, nation, and, if you want to go back 
much further, biology.” 
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Why Senate must ratify Jpepa 


(The following is an edited version of the 
statement I made to the Senate Committee on 
Foreign Affairs yesterday at its hearing chaired 
by Sen. Mar Roxas, with Senators Ed Angara 
and Juan Ponce Enrile present. 1 offer it to the 
reader who may be wondering what the whole 
brouhaha is about.) 


‘THE LAST TIME I WAS IN THE SENATE SERV- 
ing as a resource person ina bearing regarding 
the ratification of an international agreement 
was 16 years ago. The treaty under considera- 
tion in 1991 was the extension ofthe US Philip 
pines Military Bases Agreement (MBA), and 1 
Stood against is ratification. Today, the treaty 
under consideration is the Jepan-Philippines 
Economie Partnership Agreement pepe), and 
stand squarely in favor of ts ratification. In the 
MBA case, I concluded, as did a great number of 
my colleagues, that to the Philippines the ex- 
pected costs of extension outweighed the bene- 
йз, and the Senate (or at least the required one- 
third plus one of its members) was of the seme. 
mind. In the Jpepa case, the expected benefits 
to the Philippines clearly ourweigh the costs, 
and I sincerely hope that the Senate (or the re- 
quired two-thirds) will again agree with me. 

Theresa lot at stake for the Philippines ere. 
{eis well to keepin mind at ths point that Japan 
is our largest source of Official Development A 
sistance (ODA), which is more than 10 times 
larger than the United States ODA о us; Japan. 
is our second larges source of Foreign Direct In- 
vestments (FDIS); our third largest trading part- 
тег (with whom, I might add, we now enjoy а 
trade surplus); as well as our third largest 
source of tourists. Japan is also the largest em- 
ployer of overseas Filipino workers in East and 
Southeast Asia (2005), accounting for roughly 
12 percent of total OFW remittances. She has 
been, on the whole, а steadfast, non-bullying 
development partner of the Philippines. 

The Jpepa is aimed at extending and enhanc- 
ing that partnership, at increasing not oniy the 
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movement of goods, but also the movement of 
‘pital and labor between the two counties, 
something that has so far eluded the World 
“Trade Organization аза whole, bur which is be- 
ing done bilaterally. And certainly, given the 
scarcity of capital and the abundance of labor in 
the Philippines, the advantages of such a part 
mensi should be intuitively obvious. Not to 
mention the cooperation aspect, particularly 
technical cooperation that wil help us achieve 
the efficiency or productivity growth that seems 
to have eluded us as a country. 

But, even assuming tht Jpepa will not lead 
to any of these economic benefits, that does 
not mean that ournot undertaking it will allow 
што maintain the starus quo described above, 
Why? Because as of now, Japan's economic 
parmership agreements (ЕРАЗ) with at least 
the rest ofthe original Asean 6 are already ei 
ther in effect or about to take effect. The pres- 
ence ofthese ЕРА with them and the absence 
of an EPA with us will inevitably result in at 
least some amount of trade and investment d 
version from us- which we can Ш afford, con- 
sidering that the РОВ flowing to the Philip- 
pines are already the lowest among the Asean 
6 and already lower than Viemam. 

Formunately the assumption is not borne out 
by findings of the studies conducted by the 
Philippine Institute for Development Studies 
(PIDS), as well as by diferent departments of 
the executive branch, On the benefit side, they 
point to increases in trade, and even more im- 
portant, in investments in industry and ser- 
ез. with resulting increases in income and 


employment, downward pressure on prices, 
reduction in the number of poor—with esti- 
mates of the order of magnitude of these bene- 
fits. The agricultural sector, in particular 
seems to be very enthusiastic about the agree- 
ment, as well as the business sector in general. 
"There are also, although as yet unquantifable, 
the improvements in efficiency because of 
Japanese technology, the transfer of which is 
bound to take place if only because of the coor- 
dination aspects of the agreement. These and 
the investment opportunities are by far the 
‘most important benefits of the Jpepa. 

"They also show increases in employment 
opportunities for OFWs in Japan— although 
some may consider that as а cost because of 
the brain drain implications. 

Оп the cost side, there are decreases in gov- 
cemment revenues because of tariff reductions, 
and the inevitable jobs lost when local firms 
cannot face the pressure of increased comperi- 
tion. The PIDS research comes up with esti- 
mates of these costs, and it is clear that they are, 
and I used the word advisedly, minimal. Why? 
For example, in the automotive industry, which 
employs 77,000 workers, only 15,000 are in the 
assembly subsector, and at most half of them 
(because the other half work for Japanese affili- 
жей companies), or 7,500, are at risk from in- 
‘creased competition due to tariff reduction. But 
жай: it turns out that the reduction is going to 
be in 11 annual installments, Frankly, if they 
need more than 10 years to gear up for competi- 
tion, they deserve no sympathy. 

Other “costs” however, turn out to be totally 
without basis upon closer scrutiny. The conver- 
sion of the Philippines into a dump for Japan's 
toxic wastes is one of them. I will leave it to the 
lawyers to discuss other legal and constitution- 
al “infirmities,” which whether real or imag- 
ined, seem to be capable of being addressed 
without endangering the Jpepa. 

"The bottom line: The benefits of Jpepa far 
exceed ity eost. Please ташу t. 
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PUBLIC SATISFACTION WITH THE WAY DEMO- 
cracy works was originally polled in the Euro- 
barometer, which is the European Commissions 
system of public opinion surveys in its members. 
Itis now being polled їп many other countries, in- 
cluding the Philippines, where Social Weather 
Stations has done it 43 times since 1991. 1 am dis- 
cussing it now because the new 2007 Latino- 
barómetro (Economist magazine, Nov. 17, 2007) 
allows a fresh comparison with 18 Latin Ameri- 
can countries. 

ast June 2007, 54 percent of Filipino adults 
said they were either very" or "somewhat" satis- 
fied (nasisiyahan) with the way democracy works 
(ва takbo ng demokrasya) in the Philippines. That 
has been the highest level of satisfaction with the 
working of democracy reached, зо far, during the 
Arroyo administration. 

For satisfaction with democracy, а level of 54 
percent is middling. There were two SWS polls 
about it in the Aquino period—in November 
1991 (45 percent) and February 1992 (50 per- 
cent). Then satisfaction quickly shot up to 70 per- 
cent їп October 1992, the first time it was sur- 
‘veyed in the Ramos period. It showed public ela- 
tion at the first successful transition of power af- 
ter the restoration of democracy in 1986. In the 
rest of FVRS time satisfaction with democracy av- 
eraged in the fifties, with a low of 46 (November 
1994), and wound up at 64 (December 1997). 

In July 1998, or right after Estrada took office, 
there again came a peak of satisfaction, also at 70, 
percent, Of course Erap, and more so FVR, did 
not get anywhere close to 70 percent of the vote. 
Seven out of ten, whoever they voted for, were 
simply content with how the democratic process 
had worked in the preceding presidential elec- 
tion. Satisfaction with the working of democracy 
stayed in the 60s up to mid-1999. From October. 
1999 to September 2000 it was 41-51 percent. 

‘But there was no "honeymoon" with democra- 
cy in Arroyo's time. Satisfaction was only 34 per- 
cent in September 2001, and 44 percent in June 
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2004, in the first SWS post-election polls; so it 
started on a low note, and its high of 54 percent 
last June was only a middle note, going by Philip- 
pine experience. 

Compared to other countries, however, the 
Philippines recent 54 percent is not too bad. In 
the 2007 Latinobarómetro, only Uruguay (over 
65 percent) and Venezuela (close to 60) are high- 
ex From 50 down to 40 arethe Dominican Repub- 
lic, Costa Rica, Nicaragua and Bolivia. In the 30s 
are Panama, Chile, Ecuador, Argentina, El Sal- 
vador, Colombia, Honduras, Mexico, Brazil and 
Guatemala. Peru has less than 20 percent, and 
Paraguay has a tiny 10 percent, satisfied with 
how democracy works. 

Tn the Spring 2006 Eurobarometer, the average 
satisfaction, in 25 EU countries, with the way 
democracy works was 56 percent, which was three. 
points more than the previous year. The small 
countries Denmark (93) and Luxembourg (83) 
topped the list. In the 70s were Finland, Ireland, 
Austria, Netherlands, Sweden and Spain, and in 
the 60s were Belgium, Cyprus and the United 
Kingdom. In the 50s, which means average, were. 
Czech Republic, Germany, Greece, Slovenia and 
Italy. In бе 40s: Malta, Hungary, France, Estonia. 
and Latvia. In the 30s: Poland and Portugal. At the 
bottom were Slovakia (25) and Lithuania (23). 

Democracy versus authoritarianism. If most 
people in a country are dissatisfied with the way 
democracy is working, it means that most people. 
want to improve on it. It does not necessarily

Tn 10 SWS surveys from 2002 to the present, 
the (A) answers have always dominated, and 
ееп at least twice as many as the (B) answers. 
last June, 53 percent of Filipinos said that 
democracy is always better, 19 percent said that 
authoritarianism is sometimes better, and 27 per- 
cent were indifferent, Бе. answered (C). 

à Lain America, on the other hand, the prefer- 
ence for democracy is widespread but not unive 
sal. The 2007 Latinobarómetro finds it very high in 
Costa Rica (83) and Uruguay (75). Inthe 60s are 
Bolivia, Venezuela, Ecuador, Dominican Republic, 
‘Argentina, Panama and Nicaragua. None are in 
the 50s. With pluralities in the 40s are Mexico, 
Colombia, Pera, Chile and Brazil. In El Salvador 
and Honduras, both at 38 percent, itis the indiffer- 
ent who dominate. In Paraguay (33) and Guate- 
mala (32), however, the vote for democracy is less 
than the vote for authoritarianism. 

‘The 2007 Latinobarómetro was done over 
Sept. 7 to Oct. 8, 2007 with a sample of 20,212 
respondents in 18 countries, or an average of 
1,122 per country. The Eurobarometer of Spring 
2006 used 29,220 interviews in 29 countries, of 
which four were non-EU members; the standard 
sample size was 1,000, regardless of the size of 
the country The SWS surveys sample size of 
1,200 is the global standard for a national survey.

THE DRIVE FROM CAGAYAN DE ORO TO TU- 
bod, the municipal capital of Lanao del Norte, 
was just a shade under three hours. The trip was 
Quite pleasant as we rolled on well-kept concrete 
roads gently winding through the Misamis сош- 
tryside. There were no storms that day so the sun. 
slistened off the waters of Panguil Bay. 

‘With me on this trip were Dr. Eden Omboy the 
former Butuan City Schools Division superinten- 
dent and Dr. Sol Francisco, a retired UP professor. 
like myself. We had been invited to come to Tu- 
bod by Lanao del Norte Schools Division Superin- 
tendent Dr: Maria Luisa Mutia. Eden and Sol were 
with me to facilitate the Foundation For World- 
wide People Powers Mentoring the Mentors ses 
sions for the public school principals and master 
teachers of the entire province. 

"When we got to Tubod we were taken to the 
‘Mindanao Civic Center, a fully equipped facility 
where the Mentoring the Mentors sessions were 
going to be held for the next five days. I learned 
quite recently that "Tubod" loosely translates to 
“wellspring in Visayan. How propitious, as that’s 
what educators are supposed to be: a wellspring 
oflearning for their pupils and students. 

‘Actually, that was the second time that the 
WWPP's Mentoring the Mentors Program was 
conducted for the Lanao del Norte Schools Divi- 
sion, We were here a year ago, to interact —end 
share what we had—with the first batch of public 
school educators and administrators 

According to census statistics, Lanao del 
Norte's population is a little less than half a mil- 
lion and the median age is a young 19 years. Al- 
тозга full third of the people of Lanao del Norte 
are Maranaos. The rest trace their roots from oth- 
er pars of the region, with some even coming 
from as far as Central Visayas.

were relatively young and energetic. Many of them 
had been principals or head teachers for no more 
than five years, For me, it was extremely gratifying 
to see them debunk the so-called acrimonious rela- 
tionship between Christians and Muslims so often 
played up by the tabloid media. They were educa- 
tors fist and foremost. Without exception and 
without prodding, they put the interests of their 
leamers first. In fact, throughout the sessions 
Eden, Sol and I got the clear impression that their 
students and pupils were ай they cared about. 

Dr Ма. Luisa Mutia had a simple goal when 
she wrote the FWWPP requesting Mentoring the 
Mentors sessions for her division. She wanted the. 
teachers in her division to “bring Ме back in the. 
classroom” and respond to the learning needs of 
Lanao del Norte's school-age children. 

Anybody who has ever been to Souther Philip- 
pines for quite some time knows how complicated 
things can be in this рал of the country The level of 
poverty is mind-numbing, as is the threat of armed 
conflict. Eden, Sol and I were particularly inspired 


by the quiet courage of our participants, who did 
nothesitate to say that they came to the sessions be- 
cause they have a responsibility to fulfil. АП of 
them were honest enough to say that they needed 
to be more open to change, and they were pleased 
that the Mentoring the Mentors program provided 
them with the climate todo so. 

By the time the sessions were over, you could 
feel the renewed energy in them. This led me to 
reflect on my own experience. Sol, Eden and I are 
retirees. We have been educators for more years 
than we care to count, We need not prove any- 
thing to anyone. Yet why were we here in Lanao 
del Norte and why, despite the aching joints, 
were we looking forward to the next Mentoring 
the Mentors sessions wherever that might be? 

Wel, to quote Ron Jensen, Lm “making а life, 
not just living” But more than that, by being 
among newer generations of educators, | contin- 
ue to learn new things while I share the things 
Tve leamed over the years with my “mentees.”

But there are certain things that remain time- 
less. The teacher and everything she stands for 
are one.

“No other weather system, ike 
a high pressure area, is pushing 
it, thats why it has slowed 
down," senior weather specialist 
Robert Sawi said. "But once it 
hits land, it will be more destruc- 
tive because the rains and winds 
will last longer in one area." 

Cruz said: "f its slower), the 
onslaught of the strong winds 
will take more time in an area. 
Structures, trees and crops that 
will be subject to strong winds 
should be our concern.” 

At its current speed, the ty- 
phoon could hit the southern 
part of Catanduanes tonight. 

Metro Manila is expected to 
have cloudy weather with iso- 
lated rainshowers, according to 
Sawi. 


Rescue at sea

them into fertilizer for sale to 
rice farmers. 

"This has worked wonders 
for the people because it has 
tremendously reduced фе 
garbage in the village,” says 
Tuktukan barangay — chair 
Romeo Tonog, who is in charge 
of the ecology center here. 


Award-winning 

After the biodegrable trash is 
segregated from the nonbiode- 
grable trash at homes and col- 
lected for composting at the 
ecology center, only a small vol- 
ume of plastic items is left to be 
recycled, he says. 

This is in stark contrast to 
Meycauayan City and Marilao 
town, recently named two of 
the “worst polluted places” by 
the Blacksmith institute. This is 
а New York City-based organi- 
zation supporting pollution-re- 
lated environmental projects. 
One such project is the Polluted 
Places Initiative, which identi- 
fies polluted sites throughout 
the world by means of an online 
nomination process 

Nor surprisingly. Barangay 


Tuktukan has drawn visits from 
nearby town officials who are 
looking for ways to end their 
garbage woes. It also won an 
award, Gawad Galing Baran- 
gay, in 2005 from the Bulacan 
provincial government. 


Ecology center 

The hub of the barangays 
solid waste management pro- 
gram is a roofed. warehouse- 
like ecology center that sits on a 
250-square-meter lot in the 
middle of a ricefeld built with 
local government funds. 

Here, some 600 kilograms of 
biodegradable garbage collect- 
ed from homes by “eco-boys” іп 
pedicabs (bicycles with a side 
саг) are dumped every day for 
composting. Nonbiodegradable 
items are sold by residents to 
junk shops. 

‘Another team of workers mix 
the pile of fruit and vegetable 
peelings, fish and animal in- 
nards, and food leavings with a 
sack of coconut dust. The pile is 
left alone to decompose for 25 
to 28 days. 

The result is an odorless, 
finely textured fertilizer that is 
sold PIO per kg to vegetable 


and rice farmers, not only in 
Tuktukan but іп nearby 
barangays and towns. 


Lessons for Manila 

A farmer, who has taken up 
organic farming, has bought 50 
sacks of the fertilizer at P100 
per sack for his 3.2-ha ricefield 
in San Rafael town, also in Bu- 
lacan. 

The fertilizer has also been 
given away for free, and has 
ended up in a vegetable patch in 
a public elementary school 
across the barangay hall, where 
the produce are cooked at lunch. 
and served to malnourished 
pupils. 

So far, the barangay has 
been earning a net income of 
P2,500 a month from the sales, 
an amount that goes to the 
payment of salaries of the cen- 
ters personnel and mainte- 
nance of the pedicabs, among 
others, 

“If rhe local government is re 
ally determined, it can be 
done,” Tonog says. 

Indeed, Barangay Tuktukan 
can teach a thing or two on solid 
‘waste management to residents 
“Г Metra Manila, or elsewhere 


who still rely on garbage trucks 
to pick up their trash and dump 
them somewhere else. 


Bangon Kalikasan 
Tuktukan’s transformation 
did not happen overnight 
Getting the municipal dump- 
site in their barangay closed 
down was tough enough. Wean- 
ing the residents off the bad 
habit of jus throwing away 
their bag of garbage onto the 
front yard was even tougher 
Por years, the dumpsite slong 
McArthur Highway had been а 
bane for the residents. The 
stench of stinking garbage filled 
the air and made people sick. Its 
proximity led tothe closure оға 
commercial establishment 
‘After receiving a complaint 
about the stink, Bangon Ka- 
fikasan, an environmental non- 
government organization, 
helped the residents and off. 
cials lobby with then Environ- 
ment Secretary Elisea Gozun, 
Bulacan Gov Josefina de la 
Cruz and then Guiguinto Mayor 
Ambrosio Cruz Је to shut down 
the dumpsite. They succeeded 
in August 2004. 5 


The former dumpsite, which 
is on a 3-hectare property, is 
now overrun with weeds. 

‘Then came an agreement be- 
tween the Bangon Kalikasan, 
residents and officials to adopt 
ал ecological resource manage- 
ment in Guiguinto, and put up 
ecology centers in the barangay. 
Tuktukan was the first to em- 
brace it. 


Start at home 

“Our group believes that an 
ecology center will never suc- 
ceed if there's a dumpsite,” Ban- 
gon Kalikasan president Joey 
Papa says. “Besides, a garbage 
truck scatters bacteria as it goes 
around a barangay.” 

The next step for the NGO 
was to orient municipal and 
barangay officials on segrega- 
tion, composting and recycling, 
and their beneficial effects in 
helping cut down carbon diox- 
ide emissions. 

“We taught them [why it was 
important to recycle}—from 
the values of waste manage- 
ment to global warming. We 
made them understand what a 
barangay can do to help reduce 
carbon dioxide emissiong." Pa- 


pa recalls. 

"The best practice is house 
segregation, composting and 
recycling. If the trash is man- 
aged at home, there won't be 
any waste to bring out, Zero 
waste, that’s the goal of the Ze- 
ro Waste Society,” he adds. 


Good example 

Ви when the time came for 
barangay officials го start segre- 
gating their waste, there was re- 
sistance 

“We taught the mothers to 
take care of segregating the 
household trash. Some were 
‘angry. Some even threatened, 
‘Siz, we won't vote for you the 
next time around," narrates To- 
gon, who gained a fresh term in 
late October's barangay elec- 
tions. 

“Eventually they got used to 
the system. It can be done if 
there's a consensus among resi- 
dents, but irs important that 
the municipal or provincial gov- 
ernment lead the way,” he adds. 

At least three other barangays 
in Guiguinto have followed Tuk- 
kan example, and have gone 
а step further: They're now using 
composting equipment,

rvive on sea ‘mines’

HRISTMAS LANTERNS, CHAN- 
deliers and necklaces come from 
“mines” in the sea off Sagay City, 
Negros Occidental. 

‘These ornaments are actually made of 
bubble shells or dead shells found in shal- 
low craters off the shores of the three-is- 
land Barangay Molocaboc. The islands аге 
visible only during low tide. 

After heavy rains, unusually large 
amount of shells get washed into these 
raters, called “sea mines,” according to vil 
lage chief Antonio Pasaylo. 

“And no matter how many sacks of bubble 
shells are harvested, more appear from 
nowhere the next day said азау 

Bubble shells harvested by villagers are 
sold for about P25 a kilo to nearby Cebu 
and to handicrafts producers in Molocaboc. 

'Estelita Lobaton Fernandez, 67, has been 
making a living off the shells from these 
"mines" for 25 years 

"We sell the snell items we make at festas 
in towns and cities in Negros Occidental and 


‘The mining of shells is just one of several 
sources of income in this quaint barangay 
in the middle of the sea that is made up of 
three islands—the 120-hectare Molocaboc 
аки, the 80-hectare Molocaboc Diut, and 
the 20-hectare Matabas. 

In Molocaboc, 85 percent of the residents 
rely on fishing for their livelihood. 

But they also eam бот gathering sea cu- 
‘cumbers used for herbal medicines, from mak- 
ing dried fish such as danggit, from sweet atis 
grown in Molocaboc, and from sea ranching.” 

Sagay City Mayor Alfredo Marañon Jr,

who had also served as congressman of the 
second district of Negros Occidental, intro- 
duced sea ranching, Pasaylo said. 

Iris done by creating a hole or an artificial 
habitat on tidal flars in the sea using used tires 
and large stones. Fishermen then lure fish to 
their holes and in three to four months are 
able to harvest about 20 kilos of mature fish. 

At about P80 per kilo, fishermen earn an 
additional income of about P2,000 every 
harvest time, Pasaylo said. 


Marine sanctuary 

А visit to Molocaboc with its rich marine 
Шева gastronomic delight with ts abundant 
supply of fresh fish, seashells and crabs. 

Delsa Iwayan, 59, said they not only dry 
the fish they catch, they make “ginamos” 
(ish caviar) out of is intestines. 

Molocaboc is part of the 32,000-hectare 
Sagay Marine Sanctuary started in 1972 by 
then Congressman Marafion to restore ma- 
rine life in the area once destroyed by dyna- 
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mite fishing and other illegal practices. 

Мо fishing zones have been set up to al- 
low fish stock to recover. Patrols and ranger 
stations have also been created to prevent 
poaching and the use of illegal methods like 
bomb and cyanide fishing in the sanctuary 

The planting of hundreds of hectares of 
‘mangroves in the marine reserve has been 
boosted this year by biorocks, which were 
set up by Filipino and American graduate 
students from the Massachusetts Institute 
of Technology in the United States. 

The biorocks are made of steel mesh 
structures placed underwater powered by 
solar panels and wind turbines. 

Fragments of corals are placed on the 
steel mesh allowing them to grow five 
times faster because of the power attached 
to the mesh, Roberto Togle of the Sagay 
Marine Reserve said. 

Five biorocks powered by a wind turbine 
and solar power have been set up іп Molo- 
caboc waters and four in Carbine Reef in 
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the marine reserve, he said. 


Foot walks 

Molocaboc has not been spoiled by 
modernity. 

Children of the three islets go to school 
by walking across a 1.2 kilometer-foot walk 
through the sea. 

Residents use giant jars to store rain water 
because no fresh water springs from wells. 

Cars and jeeps are also non-existent in 
the village. 

“The current barangay captain of Molocaboc, 
Antonio, took over from his father Rogelio 
Pasaylo, 68, who was village chief for 20 years. 

Rogelio recalled how, before Negros Oc 
cidental Gov. Joseph Marañon, the former 
mayor of Sagay and the brother of the in- 
cumbent city mayor, built a 1.2-km foot 
walk connecting Molocaboc Daku to Diut, 
students from the smaller island had to 
wade through seawater to get to the high 
school on the bigger island. 

Te was dangerous because when the tide 
was high or when it rained, the children 
һай to swim across, Rogelio said. 

"Now going to school is made easier for 
our children,” he said. 

Molocaboc residents get around through 
their village through narrow foot walks. 
There are no wide roads for vehicles. In 
fact, in one section of a foot walk, a balete 
tree remains in the middle ofthe path. 

The generator on the island provides pow- 
его villagers only from 6 a.m. to 10 p.m. 

For this barangay in the middle of the 
sea, the conveniences of the modern world 
may not all be there, but the unspoiled gifts 
of nature that allow the villagers to thrive 
remain because of their vigilance. 

Iris a village free of pollution and stress 
that comes with the rapid pace of develop- 
ment.

venerated Chinese-Filipino 
saint had co make do with 
ап image seen all too pub- 
Беу and open to the rav- 
ages of time and weather. 

However, the Chinese- 
Filipino Roman Catholics 
here would rather have 
San Lorenzo Ruiz seen by 
all and remind the faithful 
of his sacrifices in the 
name of his faith, having 
been martyred in Japan in 
1637 for refusing to give 
up his beliefin Christ. 

“Тһе most common trait 
we have with San Lorenzo 
Ruiz is our being Chinese- 
Filipino. Many Chinoys want to be identified 
with him but the important thing is that Һе 
stood up for his faith and is a uniting factor for 
us Chinoys,” said Lorenzo "Lamy" Ong, а re- 
tired businessman and former lloilo City coun- 
dor 

The story behind the 10-feet image of the 
saint castin white cement finish is interesting 
for it ot together three of flolo’s prominent 
Chinese-Flipino families for the project. It al- 
so became the catalyst for the discovery of a 
talented but unknown Chinese sculptor and 
his wife who settled in lloilo in the early 805. 

According to Ong, the idea for a shrine 
dedicated to San Lorenzo Ruiz came to be in 
1990 when he and close family friend and

ed to his namesake San Lorenzo Ruiz. 

Being the eldest, Ong is the Ong-Chlidff's 
financial and family administrator whose 
younger brothers Eddie and Rolando Ong sit 
in the board as trustees of the Ong Chuan 
familys shares of the Juantong-managed 
СРП and Golden Gate Realty Corp. 

With the go signal coming from then Jaro 
Archbishop Alberto Piamonte and the then 
‘Auxiliary Bishop Msgr. Jose Gamboa, Ong 
proceeded to go about preparing for the 
construction of the shrine. 

Meticulous and himself an artist, Ong 
went around Пойо to look for that one 
sculptor who had fine craftsmanship to 
capture the character of the Chinoy saint 
but none came to his standards. 

While minding his textile business down- 
town, a Chinese woman 
who could barely speak 
Hiligaynon approached 
Ong and while talking, 
said her pure Chinese 
husband Victor Po was a 
sculptor. 

“Lwent to the Po home 
at Simon Ledesma St. іп 
Jaro and Victor had the 
kind of workmanship, 
eye for detail, and so- 
phistication that I want- 
ed,” said Ong, 62, the 
Ong family patriarch. 

А week afer, with 
studies of how Lorenzo 
Ruiz might have looked 
and stood, the newly dis- 
covered Chinese sculptor 

мќоаломет intensely looked at the 
tall and strapping Ong 
and declared that he should be the model. 

While flattered, Ong balked at the idea 
saying, "Though I want to be a saint like 
Lorenzo Ruiz, surely I'm unworthy to be a 
model for the saint's image!” but later came 
to a compromise with sculptor Po that he 
should get the saints facial fearures as he 
"would imagine him to be as a Chinoy (as 
they couldn't find an accurate image of the 
saint at that time, according to Ong) and 
model everything else on Ong. 

When the time came to put up the shrine, 
another prominent Filipino-Chinese family 
came into the picture. 

‘Asking around for someone to undertake 
the landscaping and construction of the 
shrine, Ong was referred to architect John 
“Toto” Que, whose family manages Пойо 
Supermart, one of the few malls owned by 
Tioilo-based Chinese-Filipinos. 

Only too happy to be of help, Que offered to 
до the project for free. The landscaping and 
installation in 1990 cost P15,000 with the im- 
age of San Lorenzo Ruiz tagged at P40,000. 

‘While working on the project, Ong also 
discovered that the mother of architect Que 
happened to be an Ong, a relative. 

‘Thus, three Chinoy families were able to 
put up a shrine fora Chinese-Filipino saint.

cial denied that the US has a secret 
military facility on Mactan Island. 

“What can be made secret 
there in Mactan? It is a small is- 
land. It is а plain area and 
there's even no mountain,” said 
Lt. Col. Jefferson Omandam, 
spokesperson of the AFP Cen- 
tral Command (Centcom). 

Omandam was reacting to a 
report of the Bangkok-based in- 
ternational think tank, which 
alleged that the United States is 
maintaining secret bases in the. 
Philippines, that came out in 
the Inquirer on Thursday. 

Omandam said the Armed 
Forces of the Philippines has two 
military camps in Mactan. 

‘The one in Mactan Benito Ebuen 
Airbase houses the different units 
of the Philippine Air Force, such as 
the Tactical Operations Command, 
2nd Tactical Operations Wing and 
205th Helicopter Wing. 

‘The second camp is the Naval 
Forces Central (Navforcen) in 
Canjulao, Lapu-Lapu City 

“As far as we are concerned, 
those are our camps. There's по 
опе there with Caucasian 
noses,” he said while laughing. 

Omandam doubted the credi- 
bility of the group, which re- 
ported the alleged presence of 
secret bases. 

It would have been better if 
the group provided evidence 
and not just based their reports 
on speculations, he said. 

‘While there were instances in 
the past that US soldiers visited 
military installations in Mactan, 
Omandam explained, these vis- 
its were part of the RP-US Visit- 
ing Forces Agreement. 

Because the Philippine mili- 
tary isthe counterpart of the US 
military the US soldiers usually 
‘met with Filipino soldiers in the 
military camps here, he added.

Customs cops

The raiding team opened sev- 
еп 40-foot container vans load- 
ed with sugar, cellular phones 
and counterfeit wristwatches, 
bags and wallet, which were il 
legally transported from Singa- 
pore and China through the 
Portof Manila. 

Gualberto said five of the 
container vans filled with sacks 
of white sugar were all con- 
signed to Multi-ree Trading. 

He said the shipments were 
not covered by а permit and 
clearance to import suger. 

The other two container vans 
loaded with 2,875 pieces of 
Nokia and Sony Ericsson mobile 
handsets, fake Gucci bags, Fer- 

gamo wallets and Rado 
watches, and 67,000 pieces of 
pornographic DVDs were sup- 
розейу owned by Golden Ar- 
mour Enterprises. 

Chief Insp. Isabelo Tibayan, 
operations chief of the Customs 
police, said they closely moni- 
tored the shipment after they 
received information about it a 
few weeks ago. 

Tibayan said the two trading 
companies were previously sus- 
pected to be behind the smug- 
gling activities at the port of 
Manila.

DOE tightens 
monitoring 
of oil firms

‘THE DEPARTMENT OF ENERGY WILL BE 
tapping the services of an indeper 
countant to look over the books of local oil 
firms to ensure that they are not earning too 
much at the expense of motorists. 

During a multi-sectoral meeting at the 
DOE yesterday, Energy Secretary Angelo 
Reyes said he would approach a third-party 
accountant that would be willing to pro- 
vide its services to the government for free. 

"Well ask them to donate their services 
as part of their corporate social responsibil- 
ity” Reyes said. “Oil companies regularly 
submit reports to the DOE and the (Securi- 
ties and Exchange Commission) anyway. 
We will submit those information, plus 
whatever additional information we can 
gather, to an independent, reputable ac- 
counting firm, 

While tightening its watch over the oil 
firms, he said, the DOE would continue to 
work with all stakeholders to cushion the 
impact of escalating world oil prices on lo- 
cal consumers. 

Oil refiners Petron Corp. and Pilipinas 
Shell Petroleum Corp. had committed to in- 
crease the number of stations offering 
diesel discounts to public utility vehicles, 
Each firm will double the number of sta- 
tions from 150 to 300. 

“Those 300 stations will be nationwide, 
and not just in Metro Manila. We'll also look 
at providing gasoline discounts in some ar-

by the volume of production, declined by 1 
percent in September compared to the same 
month last year, acrording to the National 
Statistics Office. 

Тһе NSO data showed, however, that 
while the volume of production index ЮР) 
hit -1 percent in September, it was a marked. 
slowdown from the-5.7 percent in August. 

Та terms of value, manufacturing output 
registered a slight increase in September 
from the same month last year due to some 
price adjustments. 

The Value of Production Index (VaPD, 
which measures output in terms of value 
with inflation taken into account, hit +0.7 
percent during the month. 

‘The continuing drop in the volume of 
manufacturing output was blamed partly 
оп the rising peso and increasing power 
cost, which made local producers less com- 
petitive. 

Benjamin Diokno, economics professor 
at the University of the Philippines, told the 
Iuoomeen that the decreasing manufacturing 
output could mean job losses in the months 
ahead. 

He noted that the declining production 
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жаз consistent with the slowdown in the 
growth of merchandise exports. 

“Because of the stronger peso, it makes 
тоге sense for some firms to simply import 
than produce goods locally. Whats happen- 
ing is that we are losing jobs here, and con- 
tributing to employment abroad,” Diokno 
said in an interview. 

‘The peso has posted record highs this 
year, recently breaching the 42-to-a-dollar 
territory, as the US dollar continues to 
weaken. 

Although a rising peso helps trim for- 
eign-currency denominated debts and tem- 
per inflation, it also adversely affects the 
competitiveness of local industries because. 
local goods become more expensive. 

Diokno said the continued drop in the 
manufacturing sector's production volume 
belied the robust growth of the overall 
economy as reported by the government's 
economic managers. 

‘The government earlier reported that the 
country's gross domestic product grew 7.5 
percent in the second quarter, the strongest 
finish in two decades. 

"The data on manufacturing output is 
more relevant to the ordinary people. 
When output is declining, it means jobs are 
being lost,” he said.

Oral vaccine helps 


prevent Rotavirus

OTAVIRUS KILLS MORE 
than dengue and AIDS 
among children,” says Dr. 

Lulu Bravo, president of the Asian 

Society for Pediatric Infectious Dis- 

ease. In fact, Rotavirus is responsi- 

ble for the more than 4,000 diar- 
rheal deaths among Filipino chil- 
dren. 

Rotavirusis the leading cause of severe di- 
artheal disease and dehydration of infants 
in both developed and developing countries, 
with seasonal peaks according to the lati- 
каде and climate. 

Although it cannot be prevented through 
mere fluid rehydration and proper hygiene, 
Bravo stresses that it can be avoided with 
oral vaccination. (RotaTeq, introduced by 
Merck Sharp & Dohme in the country in Oc- 
tober this year is a proven protection 
against Rotavirus.) 

Ina one-on-one interview with the Inquin- 
ва during the recent Asia-Pacific Rotavirus 
Metaforum, Bravo explains what Rotavirus 
is and how it is affecting the Philippines. 

Q: Do Filipinos have enough knowl- 
edge of Rotavirus? 

‘A: Ever since, we have been telling people 
about diarrheal diseases. We wanted them 
to know more about preventing diarrheal 
dehydration [so] we had promoted the use 
of oral rehydration, use of electrolytes. But 
now that there isa Rotavirus vaccine, we are 
telling people about Rotavirus and the fact 
that it can be prevented through the vac- 
cine. 

We have just started the information cam- 
paign about Rotavirus. People know about 
diarrhea but they don’t know Rotavirus yet, 
although some may have heard it from ti 
doctors. Most of the time, doctors do not test 
for Rotavirus. So what happens is that chil- 
dren are confined for severe diarrhea, not 
knowing it may have been caused by Ro- 
tavirus.

How do you intend to address the lack 
of knowledge of Filipinos about Ro- 
tavirus? 

Through education and making sure that 
doctors are also trained to tell their par- 
ents... [and] patients what Rotavirus is all 
about—that it is a severe type of diarrheal 
disease that can cause hospitalization and 
even death when left untreated. 

How prevalent is Rotavirus in the 
Philippines? 

It is a very common disease. In fact 90 
percent of children get Rotavirus before they 
reach 2 years of age and almost 100 percent 
of them will get i before reaching 5 years of 
age. Usually the first infection, which occurs 
most commonly between the age of 6 
months and 2 years, is the worst and that’s 
‘when most children become hospitalized. 


Isit only common in slum areas? 

No, їз common everywhere. Every 
child. whether rich or poor, can be exposed 
to Rotavirus. However, children from rich 
families can get treatment at once, be hospi 
talized and would have less risk of dying. 
But the poor ones who cannot be hospital- 
ized and given treatment properly are the 
ones at risk of dying. 

Is there enough help from the govern- 
ment? 

Right now, we do not have resources yet 
from government to sort of give the vaccine 
for free since the rotavirus vaccines have пос 
been included in the Extended Program of 
Immunization (EPI) wherein government 
gives certain vaccines for free in local health 
centers 

Do you have future plans for tie-ups 
with the Philippine government? 

We hope there could be some ways to 
make sure that the government can procure 
the vaccine or give these for free to people 
because this is the only way you would 
know that [the vaccine] has had а big im- 
pact to the general population. 

‘What is the significance of the Ro- 
tavirus vaccine for the Philippines? 

t means we can prevent a lot of deaths 


Q 


from diarrheal disease if we are able to im- 
plement Rotavirus vaccine. With the inro- 
duction of the Rotavirus vaccine we can get 
more people to be free of rotaviral disease. 
The impact could be big just as we feel it 
now in many of the countries that has intro- 
duced the vaccine like the United States and 
Latin America. 

For а Third World country like the 
Philippines, is there hope that we could 
combat Rotavirus effectively? 

Ifyou cannot put the Rotavirus vaccine in 
the national immunization program, it 
would be very difficult [for it] to have a big 
impact on the whole of the population. We 
have to make the government realize the 
value of vaccination. They should put the 
money where it belongs—to the health of 
the children. We can save the lives of mil- 
lions of children if they are given the right 
vaccine at the right time. 

Health is the key to proper economic de- 
velopment. It is the way forward in terms of 
alleviating poverty and developing econom- 
ically If children are free of illnesses, they 
canbe educated well and will be productive. 
Productivity is another key to economic de- 
velopment. 

“Asian countries need to be more proac- 
tive. We need to think about the value of 
vaccines and how we can reduce the mor- 
bidity and mortality of our children. Vac- 
cines are investments and economies im- 
prove because of vaccines," Dr. Bravo con- 
cudes.

Most common cause 
of infectious diarrhea 


“ROTAVIRUS IS THE LEAD- 
ing cause of severe gastroen- 
teritis in infants and young 
children less than 5 years of 
age,” said Dr. Dennis Brooks, 
senior medical director of 
Merck Sharp and Dohme. 

“Worldwide, 25 million 
children are treated in hospi: 
tals and an average of 
611,000 deaths is recorded 
yearly because of Rotavirus," 
Brooks said in an interview 
with the ingume. 

At the recently concluded 
Asia-Pacific Rotavirus 
Metaforum, Brooks ex- 
plained that Rotavirus is the 
most common cause of infec- 
tious diarrhea among infants 
and children that, when left 
untreated, can lead to dehy- 
dration and death. 

In the Asia-Pacific region 
alone, almost 171,000 chil- 
dren die before reaching 5 
years old because of Ro- 
tavirus. 

То address this alarming 
number of Rotavirus cases and 
deaths, Family Health Interna- 
tional, together with the Pedi- 
atric Infectious Diseases Soci- 
ty of Thailand and the Asian 
Society for Pediatric Infectious 
Diseases, hosted the Asia-Pa- 
cific Rotavirus Metaforum. 

Discussed during the fo- 
rum were the burden of the 
disease in Asia and the possi- 
ble strategies and policies 
that can be adopted from de- 
veloped countries in treating 
the disease. 

The forum also encour 
aged the acceptance of vac- 
cine as treatment to Ro- 
tavirus through leading 
heath policy decison mal 
ers and initiated the devel- 
opment of consensus and 
guidelines on the need to 
eradicate Rotavirus through 
vaccination in countries 10- 
cated in the Asia-Pacific.

According to Brooks, “Ro- 
tavirus is common in popu- 
lated countries with low so- 
cioeconomic status, majority 
of which are located in Asia, 
Та fact almost 55 percent of 
deaths attributed to Ro- 
tavirus happens in Asia.” 

‘Transmitted through con- 
taminated water or food, Ro- 
tavirus can be mild or severe 
and has an incubation period 
of about two days. It is char- 
acterized by vomiting, fever, 
severe diarrhea, nausea, loss 
of appetite and abdominal 
cramps. 

However, Rotavirus cannot 
be cured by antibiotics and an 
improvement in sanitation 
and hygiene cannot prevent 
its transmission. 

Thus, the only possible 
measure to prevent rotavirus 
is through vaccination. 

And such a vaccine which 
is now being offered in pri- 
vate hospitals is MSD's Ro- 
taTeq. 

According to Brooks, “Ro- 
taTeq was developed by MSD 
to address the global burden 
of illness brought about by 
Rotavirus.” 

Introduced in the United 
States in February 2006 and 
brought to the Philippines in 
October 2007, RotaTeq is 
proven to prevent death and 
Severe disease caused by Ro- 
tavirus. 

“RotaTeq has five human- 
bovine serotypes—Gl, G2, 
63, G4 and Pl—that are re- 
sponsible for 80-90 percent 
Of rotavirus cases world- 
wide,” Brooks said. 

RotaTeq is administered 
orally starting at 6 to 12 
weeks of age, with the subse- 
quent doses administered at 
4- to 10-week intervals. The 
third dose should not be giv- 
en after 32 weeks of age. 

То date, RotaTeq is still the 
only licensed vaccine for Ro- 
tavirus in the United States.

Comwall Campus say that ifs actualy 
ereditary. 

Та the Nov. 20 issue of the journal Current. 
Biology, researchers led by evolutionary bi- 
ologist David Hosken provide evidence for 
‘what they say has been a “key assumption” 
of sexual selection: namely, that attractive 
males produce attractive sons. 

In many species, flash and style help the 
males get females to pay attention, and, 
hopefully, win them the right to sire off- 
spring. Consider the peacocks with irides- 
cent feathers and bold graphics while the 
peahens are drab gray and brown. Looks 
aren't just the reason for the bright colors 
and fancy moves, though; if predators can't 
catch the hard-to-miss male, then it proves 
to the females that this guy is young, healthy 
and virile, and therefore has genes that are 
‘worth passing on to the next generation. 


Proof 

То prove their theory, Hosken's team 
studied fruit flies, mating 68 male flies 
with two or three females each. The 527 
sons that resulted from these pairings 
were collected as soon as they emerged 
from their mothers and were then housed 
with each other. None of these males met 
the opposite sex until each was placed in а

single vial with a single virgin female. 

Heres where the attractiveness test 
comes in: alone with the female in the vial, 
the male fruit бу couldn't mate unless she 
was willing. And to be willing, said Hosken 
etal, meant she found the male fly "hot." 

So the researchers timed each pair to see 
how long it would take for the fles to mate. 
The longer it took them to mate, the less at- 
tractive the female found the male, they 
said. Hosken's team found that some fruit бу 
pairs started mating within two minutes of 
meeting, while other pairs took as long as 
two hours. Given that these flies only live for 
а month or зо, would holding out for two 
hours be the female fruit уз equivalent of 
the human declaration, "I wouldn't sleep 
with you unless you were the last man on

By tracking the fly family trees, the ге- 
searchers could then compare how long it 
took each male to mate against his father's 


times. The correlations they found in the da- 
та led to their conclusion that attractiveness 
is hereditary. 

‘Attractiveness might not be the only 
thing handed down from father to son. To 
help ensure their offspring always present 
themselves favorably instead of having hi 
insides warring over whether or not he'll 
warble in tune or off-key, a recent study 
from the University of Florida has suggest- 
ей that having only one X chromosome ac- 
‘ually helps males evolve faster in order to 
beat the competition and win the female. 
‘Traits can either be passed on or deleted 
from the next generation with relative 
ease, they say. 

“Attractiveness probably can't be defined 
by individual characteristics, so there is по 
single physical attribute that female fruit 
fies are looking for in a mate,” said Hosken 
іп a statement. "However, there is clearly a

Nonsurgical treatment 

1n 2006 while surfing the In- 
temet, Milo read about a non- 
surgical treatment for clubfoot. 
Named after its Spanish inven- 
tor Dr. Ignacio V Ponseti from 
the University of lowa Hospital, 
the technique has 2 98 percent 
success rate. It involves а 
method of manipulating the 
clubfoot through a serial plaster 
cast to achieve а normal lok. 
ing, supple and fully functional 
foot.

Unfortunately, the couple 
didn’t have the resources to 
bring their child to Iowa or Thai

surgeon capable of performing 
the Ponseti technique was 
based. They continued scouring 
the Internet and eventually 
found an e-group that referred 
them to the only Filipino doctor 
in the Philippines qualified to 
perform the Ponseti technique. 

The couple immediately 
brought S-year-old JM to Dr. Ju- 
Iyn Aguilar, head of the Pediatric 
Orthopedics Section of the Insti 
tute of Orthopedics and Sports 
Medicine at St. Luke's Medical 
Center At first, Dr Aguilar 
wasn't sure the Ponseti tech- 
nique would work for JM; the 
treatment had never been done 
оп children older than 2 years. 
Finding that the boys bones 
‘were still tender, however, she 
decided there was no harm in 
uying. 

Castings 

In March 2006, JM's treat- 
ment with the Ponseti technique 
began. Every week, Milo and 
Cynthia brought their son to St. 
Luke's for casting. Dr. Aguilar 
would gently manipulate the 
boy's clubfoot and applied a cast 
that extended up to the groin 
The cast would stay for a week 
then removed and replaced. Af- 
ter three weekly castings came 
the long Holy Week holidays and 
JM's foot remained in a cast for 
two weeks. When Рт. Aguilar re- 
moved the cast, she realized that 
at some point in treatment keep- 
ing the cast for one and a half to 
two weeks achieves better cor- 
rection. 

Although the extended cast- 
ings significantly improved JM's 
foot, it still couldnt be posi- 
tioned completely flat оп the 
floor (“plantigrade”). The con- 
ventional treatment for clubfoot 
is major surgery, but the Paz cou- 
ple couldn't afford the opera- 
Чоп cost of atleast P100,000. 

“We asked Dr Aguilar 
whether continuing with the 
two-week castings _ would 
achieve the same effect аз 
surgery” Cynthia says. “She was 
inspired by the idea." 

‘After a few more weeks of ex- 
tended castings, JM showed no 
signs of clubfoot and his foot 
had achieved “plantigrade” posi- 
Чоп, Dr. Aguilar had shown that 
the Ponseti technique could be 
successfully used in children 
with clubíoot who were older 
than 2 years and for the first 
time proved that the Ponseti 
technique can be totally surgery- 
free in older children.

There is a 
crucial need for methods to reengineer our 
homes to keep them comfortable without 
having to break the bank. The answer, of 
course, isto turn to natural ventilation, 

Natural ventilation is the process of ad- 
mitting outdoor air into the building and 
removing ventilated air. A good design will 
facilitate the continuous replenishment of 
fresh air in order to produce a pleasant, 
comfortable, and healthy indoor condition. 

‘Warm air has lower density and is thus 
‘more buoyant, enabling it to rise above cold 
air Colder air сап be drawn inside the 
building by studying wind direction and 
harnessing its flow. Designers can explore 
the possibility of admitting cool air from 
lower level openings and exhaust hot air 
through upper openings, 


Continuous airflow circuit 

Опе way to achieve this is by having tall 
and narrow windows. The cooler air out- 
doors enters from below. The hot stale air 
within the room emitted by occupants and 
by equipment would then find an escape in 
the upper portion of the window. This stack 
effect increases as temperature difference 
widens. 

‘This technique is also more effective the 
greater the difference is between the upper 
and lower openings. You may likewise 
achieve the same effect by designing opera- 
ble transoms above the doors. The idea isto 
create a continuous airflow circuit by strate 

ically locating and designing openings for 

oth supply and exhaust ait movements. 

Preference for large windows continues 
to be а popular request among clients. 
However, itis also good to note the advan- 
tages of having tall and narrow windows. 
One of these is that it does not compromise 
privacy.

‘The reliance on grilles for security would 
then be less necessary. This also minimizes 
the need for window treatments to shield 
from glare and intense heat, which can 
even be the cause ofthe discoloration of in- 
terior furnishing. 


Natural ventilation 

Solar gain is kept to а minimum, which 
reduces the amount of heat that needs to be 
vented ош. More blank walls, rather than 
windows, provide more flexibility in plan- 
ning and repositioning furniture layout. In 


cases when there are no premium outdoor 
views, limiting window locations to strate- 
gic places will also result to construction 
ost savings. 

"When openings are parallel to the wind 
direction, natural ventilation can still be 
adapted trough the concept of “scooping” 
the air toward the interior of the building. 
Analyze actual wind direction prior to the 
fabrication of windows. The idea is to 
“scoop” the air in by installing the hinges at 
the appropriate side. The key to this tech- 
nique is careful observation. 

By making the best use of natural ventila- 
tion, we can reduce and minimize the use of 
mechanically operated ventilators. This re- 
sults to significant construction and opera- 
tion cost savings, as well as lessened energy 
consumption.

EYONCE KNOWLES IS AT 
B the top of the music world, 

setting records, winning 
awards, and starring in sold-out 
concerts all over the world. She has 
also established herself as a beauty 
and fashion icon, dazzling her 
cadres of fans everywhere she 
goes. 

‘Although Beyoncé is her own person, her 
cuiteht mega-success reminds industry vet- 
erans of a similar triumph enjoyed in the 
"705 by Diana Ross. 


Remarkable 

The similarities in their career arcs are 
remarkable: Diana began her singing ca- 
reer witha group, the Supremes, while Bey- 
ondédid the same with Destiny's Child. 

‘fier some years, Diana went solo and at- 
Заре immense success. Beyoncé is cur- 
rently doing the same thing. The latest 
feather in her cap is the American Music 
Awards International Artist Award of Ex- 
cellence. 

Та те, Diana tried her luck in the 
movies, starring in the dramatic musical 
film bio, "Lady Sings the Blues” and "The 
Wizy! Last year, Beyoncé topbilled the 
movie version of the hit stage musical, 
“Dreamgirls,” and the production has been 
cited as the highest grossing musical film 
ever. 

In the light of these key similarities, per 
haps it would do Beyoncé good if she stud- 
ied how Diana Rose’ career fared after she 
had passed her prime: 


Iconicimage 

Some industry observers feel that the 
veteran singing star dipped in popularity 
because she didn't make an effort to revital- 
ize her repertoire with new songs and 
styles, and concentrated on refining her al- 
ready iconic image. 

So, if Beyoncé wants to "grow old" in the 
biz, she should “do а Madonna” and period: 
ically reinvent herself. And, if she wan 
star in another movie, she should learn 
from her experience in “Dreamgirls” and 
not:settle for the lesser role, dramatically 
speaking. 

Now, to the key focus of this piece: If we 
compare Diana and Beyoncé as singing and 
performing artists, who wins out? First, we 
must note that their singing styles are quite 
different, with Diana opting for the more 
“classic pop” or sophisticated approach. 

For her part, Beyoncé has made it big аса 
relatively younger age, so while sophistica- 
tio is also part of her image mix, she stress- 
es a younger, hotter and more funky ap- 
progeh. 


Result 

This means that Beyoncé is connecting 
better with the mass show biz audience, 
which is primarily young. As a result, her 
success is more overwhelming—but, it 
could also run the risk of ebbing, if she 
sticks to one performance style for too long, 
andthe notoriously fickle youth and young- 
adolrmarkets could quickly tire of her. 

This is not as theoretical as it may seem. 
In the recent American Music Awards, in 
fact, Fergie edged Beyoncé out for the Best 
Female Pop-Rock Artist honors. So, itreally 
is time to shake a leg, even for a superstar 
like Beyoncé. 

А final, instructive note: Fergie is also the 
product of a singing group, the Black-Eyed 
Редз, and went solo only last year.

Bur, its not happening 
today and that miraculous movie is certain-

Based on the popular Eidos video game 
ofthe same name, "Hitman" із the latest re 
lease in the video game-to-movie genre, 
and the only acclaim it will probably get is 
from die-hard fans—and even they will no 
doubt enjoy themselves more if they play 
the game itself. 

That being said, let it also be known 
that the movie isn’t a complete write-off 
To be sure, it doesn't enrich the art of film- 
making, but it will give those who are 
willing to turn their brains off some enjoy- 
ment. 


Spectacle 

Makers of movies adapted fron 
games aren't really in it for the artistry, but 
for the spectacle (not to mention the 
chance to be part of what could be a lucra- 
tive franchise).

BEFORE POPE JOHN PAUL П WAS 
elected to the pontificate in 1978, there 
was Paul VI, the first pope to have set foot 
on Philippine soil—from Nov. 27 to 29, 
1970. He was also the first Vicar of Christ 
to have visited six continents, thus earning 
for him the appellation, the Pilgrim Pope. 
Like John Paul I's trips to the country in 
1981 and 1995, the historic pastoral visi 
of Paul VI was a big event for Filipino 
Catholics: Newspapers carried banner sto- 
ries on his visit, while radio stations gave 
blow-by-blow accounts of the event. 


Assassination attempt 

The first day was a hectic one for the 
pontiff. For starters, shortly after his 
plane touched down at the Manila Inter- 
Rational Airport, the pope survived an as- 
sassination attempt by a Bolivian painter.

Following а tour of Nayong Pilipino, 
he was brought to a liturgical reception 
at the Manila Cathedral. Then, he 
blessed the image of our Lady, the Nues- 
tra Señora de Guia, the oldest venerated 
Marian image in the country which is en- 
shrined in Ermita. 

On his second day, he visited the pon- 
айса] University of Santo Tomas, where 
he addressed some 400,000 students.

Pope Paul VI, best known for his encycli- 
cal, “Humane Vitae,” which reaffirmed the 
Catholic Church's traditional opposition to 
anificial birth control methods, went out to 
the streets іп a motorcade оп his way to a 
low-cost housing project for the poor in 
Pasig, then to the slums of Tondo. 

(On that particular visit, he also met 
with an impoverished couple and their 
eight young children. He then visited the 
Apostolic Nunciature in Manila, where 
he addressed groups that included non- 
Christians, Jews, delegates from Viemam 
and Taiwan, and the diplomatic corps. 

Everywhere the pope went, there were 
multitudes of people screaming, crying, 
waving papal lags, or shouting “Mabuhay” 
and “Viva, П Papal” Indeed, his visit on the 
405th year of the country’s Christianization 
reminded Christians of their responsibility 
to serve Christ and His Church.
